Bai.fimobe, July 88.— A summary of 
the bank failures in the Unit<'d States 
from May 1 to July 22, inclusive, shows 
that 301 banking institutions, with a 
canitol of $W,951.03a. suaixjuded. 

The Manufacturers' Record pnbliahee 
a complete list of the closed banks by 
states, also a table which shows that 
fivo-siiths of these fnilures and four- 
fifths of the capital involved were in 
the wet tf r!i and paciiic states, while 
only 10 iKt cent of the failures and 11 
per cent oAtbi dipital InTolred wtti in 
the south. 

In Colorado alone the capital involved 
was nearly *'J,0(K),UOO greater than t\\i 
aggregate cajntal of nil the banks that 
failed in the south. The number of 
failuri s in the southern states was 'M, 
involving .*i I. ;!!»«, HHI; in tlic western and 
Pacific ^, at s the number was 2.M, in- 
volving !i(ai,258,088; and in the eastern 
and northern atatea 18, with tS.000,000 
capital.

Primary elections are placed on ex- 
actly the eaiue footing aa regular elections, 
and all tlie penalties for fraud apply. 
' " ' : which ia an ofEBnae in an eW 
aa offOMO in a primary and 
rln a like manner. The polls 
be oponod from 8 o'clock in the 
^loraing until 4 o'clock in the afteriioon, 
and all the saloons must be doted on the 
day of the primary. There seems to have 
been some doubt expressed as to the 
closing of the saloons, but it is set at rest 
bv section 10 of article 13, of the State 
Election law which provides : "Whoever 
■•Ila, loans, gives or furniHhea to any per- 
son or persona, either directly or indi- 
rectly, spirituous, vinous or malt liquors, 
or any intoxicating drink, in any precinct, 
town, city or county of this Coinnion- 
wealth, upon the day of any vjenoral or 
primary election therein, shall be Kuilty 
of a misdemeaiioi . aisd up -n c-'^nvirtinn 
thereof shall bo tiiied tlit* sum of not less 
tlian f25 nor iiKire than $50 for each 
offense." 

The method ol votinK in prociaely the 
fiam«! aa in a rt'jjuliir flection, except that 
each voter must stamp a cross in the 
square after the name of each person for 
wliom he intends to vote. This differs 
from the rule in regular elections when 
an elector who desires to vote a straight 
^ket can stamp the device at the head 
Of the column, and thus vote for all 
whose names are printed below. 

In Maysville only those who are rejjis- 
tered regularly and those who are 
specially registered on the day of the 
primary under the aflidavit clause of the 
law, which makes provision for all who 
ware pravantad froni reajatwing by sick- 
ness or necessary aWeinll; or %ho have 
become eligible to vtKe sinca tlw ittt reg- 
latratloo. can vote &the primaiy. 

There is nothing^^e law prohibiting 
ai|7person from oflMng his name as a 
MOcBdate, provideg WM conaplies ^ttkf 
the terms laid down ttthe committai^ 

Every possible preontion lias been 
taken in tne law to prevent fraud und 
the affidavit clause. All thoee w ho v,

Where sickiiewH is ^.'ivt'ii as ii failure to 
register, the atfidavit of sonic reputable 
pli^siciaii niii^t Ix- i)r()(liiccil. 

Iso person desirini: tn siilnnit his name 
to the voters in a luiiiiaiy election can 
have his name printed Mti tlie ballots un- 
less he notifies tlic l ominittee at least 
fifteen days prior to the election, and 
complies with tin- terms laid down by 
the coiiiniiltee. Any elector, however, 
can v<jte for anv person w hose name is 
not printed on the ballot by writing the 
name of such person in the blank space 
under the appropriate heading and 
8tam|>iii^' a cross mark after the name. 

No provision is made for those who 
have moved out of the precinct in which 
thev registered, and who thereby lose 
their votes, it being necessary to leave as 
few loopholw for nraud aa ponible, and 
anch a provillon wonld open tha doors to 
fraud.

end Zachary Taylor. For gallant and merl' 
torions senrlces in the battles of Contreai 
and Cherabusco he was brsreted tndgadin 
general in the regular amy, aad pinor to 
his death for sevecal yean enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of being the only snnrlTiag gen 
anl of the Mexican war. 

General Morgan also partidnatod in the 
war of the rebellion annsenred with the 
Army of the Cumberiaad. In IMban 
nominated by acclamation ss the DemO' 
cratio oandidate for governor of Oliit 
against General J. D. Cm. He was three 
times norained by acclamation and elected 
to congress from the counties composed ol 
Knox, Licking, Coshocton and Muslclng- 
um.
